The Hebrews — counting together

THE BETTKli COURSE. 

Tho Los Aiiijolea Tiiiiea is making war 
upon wheiit-growiiig in tlmt state. Tho 
discovery thut it does not pay to grow 
whc&t in Oulifornia ia not na recBnt as our 
Boatbern contomporary imagines. It was 
proclaimed twelve years ago in NordhofTs 
"Oulifornia." But tho siuiultaiieous iu- 
creaso in tho domand for (Jalifornia fruit 
and tho drop ia the iiiarkot valuo of coreals 
liHVO attracted special attontion to tho 
matter just now. According to tho os- 
timatoof the Stato 13ureau of Agriculture, 
Califurnia produced this year 57,000,000 
bushels of wheat. Deducting 10 cents 
per biiahol for tran.^portation by rail to 
niarkut, wliich will bo found to be about 
tho avorago for tho wholo stato, this crop 
will nut tho growers about 45 cents por 
biisliol, or S25,G5U,000 for tho wliole crop. 
This crop was grown on an average of 
about 2,500,000 acres. It is keeping 
within bouiida to aay that had this acreage 
beau planted iti fruit or grapes it ivould 
have yielded from §250,000,000 to §400,- 
000,000. The farniurs in that case would 
havo realized a nut profit, after charging 
up thoir own labor, their hirod help, tho 
coat of planta, manure, etc., of not less 
than $200,000,000, whereas it ia roaaoii- 
ably certain that the wheat-grower this 
year, if ho charges hiinaolf witli his own 
labor, will find that he has not made a 
cent. To grow wheat for loss than a cent 
a pound rotjuires o.^cu[)ti()nally favorable 
conditions. Well may tho Luts Aiigoloa 
TimeH iiicjuiro: "Are we not devoting 
too large a proportion uf our rich and 
fertile lands to wheat-growing, which 
niiyht miicli iiioro profitably bo dovoted to 
vine and fruitgrowing I" Tho Sacrainonlo 
Beo lias got llio r'glit idea. It Bays: 

"An aero of vineyard, almost anywhere 
in tho .state, will yield live tons of grapes, 
worth ii'M a ton, making a total of $L50, 
against a total of $19.80 from a yield of 
30 bushels of wheat on tho same area of 
land. The profit on tho grain ia §1.80; 
on the grapos at least $100. Tho osti- 
iiiate fnr grapes is moderate. A single 
vineyard of 1500 acres near Fresno is pro- 
ducing this year about 2,000 tons, worth 
850^200, ut §25 a ton. -It would take 
about 1 , COO acres of land, producing 30 
bushels to tho acre, to raise grain enough 
to bring that amount this year. What u 
vast wuste of valuable space wheat-grow- 
ing involves in California." 

A liirL'o demand has lately sprung up 
for California desiccated or evaporated 
fruits. For those articles there appears 
to be a practically unlimited demand at 
the East, and they are being raised with 
marked success in Santa Barbara, Fri^siio 
and other smilliern counties. Two hun- 
dred dollars an acre ia a moderate esti - 
mate for the yield of land devoted to this 
industry, if intelligonlly pursued. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



TUE RELEASE OF AMERICAN 
FlUSONEliS. 

The .San Fianciseo I'nst of lato date, 
goes after tho Vict(jria legal uuthorities 
who effected the release of the two Amer- 
ican priaonera who came up on tho steamer 
Elder, on route to Seattle in charge of tho 
sheriff of that city. Tho prisoners appealed 
for asylum under the British flag wh'cli 
was granted them, Judge Walkom decid- 
ing that tho vessel being in British waters 
il was out uf the j iiriadtction of the Unit- 
ed States. The Poat assorts that the 
Elder being an American vessel plying be- 
tween two .\nierican porta — merely slop- 
ping at Victoriii as an intermediate port 
— and sailing under tho American flag, 
was not subject to tho jurisdiction of the 
British court at Victoria, which therefore 
exceeded its powers in the action alluded 
to. In reply tu this it m only necessary 
to repeal two extracts from Oallandel's 
"Manual of International Law" quoted by 
Mr. Ilainea, the Seattle lawyer who 
managed the ease of tlio priao;ierH, and 
which we iiolilislied at the time. They 
read aa folluwa; 

"Absolute exemption from local juris- 
diction is only enjoyed by ships-uf war 
and armed veasela touching at a foreign 
port; they being regarded us representing, 
ill some sort, the country whoso flag they 
carry. 

"This exemption is never accorded to 
inorcliaiit vessels, e.Tcopt by express treaty 
stipulations, such vessels being looked 
upon us private properly, and tho persons 
on hoard as properly under tho juria- 
diction uf the country whore they arc 
found." 

The Post thinks the matter will bo re- 
ferred to the Stato department at Wash, 
ington where it will probably become the 
subject of a diplomatic correspondence 
with England. In which caao, saya tho 
Post, "the colonial court will probably re- 
ceive a severe reprimand, and be told 
hereafter to confine itself to its proper 
jurisdiction." Very likely. 

THE 8NOiV-li7)UND TRAINS. 

Nothing new from tho region of tho 
snowed-in trains. Fight inoii have siic- 
ceudod ill making their way to I'ortlaiid 
during the week and thoy report ten more 
on tho way. One of the arrivals on be- 
in^ interviewed said that if the wind had 
been against them thoy could not havo 
madoa mile a day. Whilo tho snow fell, 
Lliey 001,1(1 not .nee si.x feet ,ihe;ul. In 
crossing treaties, the only safe way was to 
lie down, hold to the raifs and crawl. In 
places the men wore blown ton to twonty- 
tivo foot, literally raised from tho surface 
and carried. During Friday night the 
snow west of Bonneville melted under tho 
indiionce of a short lived "chiiiook" and 
next day was covered with a crust of ice 
HO hard that a foot hool brought heavily 
down would not break through. So tho 
only thing to do was to hold to the tele- 
graph wires while climbing up snow banks 
andslide down the other side. Tho anow- 
bound train he said was in a Blicltercd 
place in the woods. The engines noro up 
to tho top of llie sinoke stiiek in anow and 
the baggage car to the roof, but the pas- 
senger coaches are on trestle and cannot 
bo covered. 'There ia enough timber in 
sight to warm the cars for live years and 
needs only to be cut, so there ia no dangflr 
from cold. He thought thoro wore about 
fifty children among the emigrants.

Bismarck's Private Apartments. 

[Uiisere Zeit.] 
One of the doors iu the audionco-room 
opens into the study of Count Rantzau, 
the cliauccllor's son-in-law. It is furnished 
like all the rooms of CJerninn laiuied pro- 
prietors who have s|)ciit a couple of yearp 
at a university, and is ii mixture of the 
Iciirnod luul the iigrieullural. Another 
door in the audienee-ri)oni lends to Prince 
Bismarck's private apartments, the first of 
wliieli is t!ie library, which oontains books 
on all subjects of f,'eheral interest, and has 
by no means the character of a book- 
worm's favorite "retire, " but riitlier (hut 
of a man's lilmiry who liud.s little or no 
time to devote to reading. The prince's 
study is a very large room, with several 
mahogany tables well able to bear Iari;e 
loads of maunscripts and liociiments. The 
windows look toward the soutli, and close 
to them stands au enormous writing desk, 
with an uncomfortable chair that 1ms no 
bade to it. A bronze inkstand, blue aiind, 
and paper are the onlv implements, besides 
a goose quill, the only kind of pen ever 
used by tlio chancellor, who abhors steel 
pens. In a corner of the window recess, 
just opposite the chancellor's seat, stands 
a bureau, above which hangs the emperor's 
portrait. 

At the other end of the room, where 
the light from the window does not well 
penetrate, stand several couches and arm- 
chairs, in which liismarclc loves to rest, 
with ft pipe in his mouth and ilcep thought 
on bis earnest brow. The walls of this 
sanctum are decorated with portraits of 
the chaucelior's only (iuugiiter. Countess 
Hnutziiu, Princess I'.ismarck, iind Counts 
Herbert and William. Iu a dark corner 
stands a suuiU card table which I'l-smarck 
brought home from the i''ranco-Uerman 
war. . On it was signed the peace between 
Gcrtuany and I'"iau( e, t\ib. 20, 1871. The 
next apartment is Bismarck's bed-room, 
which is furui.shcd with still more sim- 
plicity than the two rooms preceding it. 
The walls are decorated with several 
family portraits, and a comfortable couch 
Is the only superlluous piece of furniture 
which the room musters. To the English 
eye, perhaps, the large quantity of feather 
beds in the four-poster would not seem al- 
together indispensable.
